RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 10 th February 1955 

No. F.ll-68/53-Com-I. — The Government of India 
have been considering for some time the need to give 
increased representation to growers on the Indian 
Central Arecanut Committee and with that end in 
view have decided to amend their Resolution No. F.43- 
ll/48-Comm.. dated the 21st May, 1949, through which 
the Committee was set up. This opportunity has also 
been taken to carry out a few other essential amend- 
ments to the Resolution. Para 3 of the Resolution will 
accordingly be amended as follows with immediate 
effect: — 

For existing clauses iv, v, vi and vli of para. 3, read 
as follows:— 

(a) "Two representatives of the Ministry of 
P'inanee (one from the Revenue Division and 
the other from the Expenditure Division) to 
be nominated by the Central Government’’. 

(b) “A representative of the Ministry of Commer- 
ce and Industry to be nominated by the 
Central Government”. 

(e) “Four members, who are neither growers of 
nor traders m arecanut, to represent consu- 
mers, of whom three shall be elected from 
among themselves by the members of the Lok 
Sabha and one shall be elected from among 
themselves by the members of the Rajya 
Sabha”. 

(d) “Sixteen persons representing the growers of 
arecanut m India of whom six shall be nomi- 
nated by the Government of Madras, three by 
the Government of Travancore-Cocnin, two 
each by the Governments of Mysore, Assam 
and Bombay and one by the Government of 
West Bengal.”
